An English Officer Gives Result 


of Observations, 


LectureComplimentary to 


America, Her Army 


and Methods. 
. 


LONDON, March 9.—Vice Admiral 


.Philip Howard Colomb, retired, lee- 
tared yesterday afternoon on the les- 
sons of the Spanish-American war, be 
fore the members of the United Ser- 
vice Institutions. 


After dealing with the impossibility 


of secrecy in warfare hereafter, owing 
to the vigilance of the press, aud the 
necessity for protecting 
cables in 


shallow water, he said be thought 
that if Spain had shown real compre- 
hension of strategy, the United States 
would not have been so successful. 
The snre way for the United States 
would have been for her to send a suffi- 
cient force to the coast of Spain to 
bajance the forces known to have 
been in Spanish ports, and to send a 
squadron to the Cape Verde Islands the 
moment it was known 
a Spanish 


flotilla was assembled there. If, he 
added, the Island of Minorca had been 
seized as a base, nothing offensive on 
the other side of the Atlantic would 
bave been attempted by Spain. 


The lesson to be deduced was, no- 


cording to tha lecture, that the Aiueri 
can strategy was hazardous, in so far 
as it departed from the stereotyped 
rales of 
naval warfare. 
Admiral 


Gervera's ships were lost sight of, 
causing anxiety 
on tho American 


coasts and obliging tho Americans to 
keep considerable tqnadrons wholly in 
a defensive attitude, instead of main- 
taining command of the sea. 


It was clear, he added, if there had 


been coal supplies at Santiago de 
Cuba, and

squadron had been reasonably efficient, 
instead of a "miserable abortion," all 
it could have purposed to effect by 
entering Santiago might have been 
effected without any interference on 
the part of the United States navy. 


From the actions between the Span 


ish forts and the American ships, the 
speaker deduced the idea that very in- 
efficient batteries were ablo to keep 
ships at a distance.

Stories of the admiral's 
ill health have been ia circulation 
with more or less persistency in the 
past four months. They are ail trace- 
able to private reports and though the 
officials of the navy who have re- 
turned recently from 
Manila itata 


that Admiral Dewey's health as far an 
could be judged from his appearance 
appears to be about the same as it has 
been for the past year. They agree that 
private reports probably have a- lair 
basis as to facts. 


It is not denied that the admiral had 


aged in appearance within tha pait 
jear. Ho is undoubtedly whiter and 
his figuro shows signs of weakueu 
which might be expected to come 
with advancing years. Admiral Dewey 
will be G2 next December atii for 
many years has not been a strong m&ii 
physically. In the meantime he has 
imposed on himself much severe and 
exacting duties, so that 
It ii but 


natural that his frail physical frame 
should show 
the 
effects 
of the 


tremendous strain. It is said by those 
familar with the Philippine climate 
that tho sccoud year is the hardest to 
bear for the Caucasian, and Admiral 
Dfcwey will a ion begiu his second year 
there. In addition he labors under 
drawbacks, having undergone the most 
severe surgical operation for relief of 
his liver. Man needs a sound liver in 
the Philippines of all places. These 
facts lead the naval officers to baliave 
tho reports that Admiral DBWOT is 
showing signs of the year's strain.
